leged co-conspirators was Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 

“Well," Bah replied, “I 
would necessarily have to 
have some suspicion M ta; 
the reliability of such a wit- 
■ ness.” 

He also said, In response 
to questioning^- that Russo’s 
I alleged background of hav- 
ing had. recent psychiatric 
treatment did not “necessar- 
ily disqualify” his testimony 
as reliable. 

"But.” he added, “it. is a 
consideration which any 
lawyer would have to exam- 
ine very carefully before put- 
ting credence in what he has 
to say.”
